Gardening In Fla. 


By Harvey Sharpe 


Agricultural Extension Serviop 
Vines serve many purposes, 

Take the one that produces 

like gourds—it's ideal for the 

practical joker. Then there's a 

vine that specialiaes in dish 

cloth production. 


Aside from being a source of 
novelty, vines are the garden- 
ers’ best friend. They are the 
most practical plants around the 
home. 

Vines lend contrast and chare 


acter to landscape plantings, 
They accentuate architectuta) 
lines, especiallly the closely 


clinging type. 

You will find many of the 
creepers adept at introducing 
color, form and texture into 
otherwise uninteresting objects, 


Many gardeners say that vints 
are the best plants to give their 
homes an air of tropical living. 
They use .the clinging type to 
cover passageways or to form 
patio walls, T 

Ornamental vines are wel} 
adapted to a wide range of 
Most of them thrive in clay, 
sand, mark or rockland, provide 
ed plant food and moisture ate 
adequate.- 

Soil preparation is important 
before planting vines, 
spent in getting the soil in goo 
tilth will insure that you 
produce vigorous plants apd 
possibly have trouble-free care 
later. ^

a fertilizer rich in phosphorüs 
and potassium, but low in mle 
trogen. 

Before planting vines close tg. 
treés, remove the tree roots ‘a 
the immediate area. The soil ag 
the base of masonry construg- 
tion often contains trouble 
making lime, so remove the come 
taminated soil to a depth of 18 
inches. Replace it with a normal 
acid soil taken from another lø- 
cation. 

Planting Vines 

The planting season is about 
any time the notion strike you 
—provided the vines are small, 
thrifty, container-grown planté. 

In planting either container 
grown or “balled and burlap- 
ped” plants, dig a hole which is 
slightly larger than the ball of 
earth about the roots. If the 
olant is in a container, care- 
fully remove the plant without 
disturbing the ball of earth 
about the roots and settle it in 
the hole at the same depth it 
was in the container. 

Partially fill in around the 
plant with rich garden soil and 
water thoroughly, Finish filling 
the hole with soil and water 
agairt.
